INSTALMENT ON THE STATE 
OF CULTURAL INDUSTRIES 
IN ALBERTA

Worldwide, the music industry 
seems to be in a bit of a tailspin. On- 
line file-sharing makes buying music 
optional, as evidenced by reports of 
record low album sales, Consequent- 
ly, record labels have less dough and 
are more hesitant to throw cash at 
unproven artists. And perhaps most 
troubling of all, the dreaded Bieber 
Fever is spreading internationally 
like Black Death. 

But how about Alberta's recording 
industry? 

Kennedy Jenson, executive director 
of the Alberta Music Industry Asso- 
ciation (AMIA), says that funding- 
wise, Alberta is doing as well as she 
can remember. Still, getting enough 
money is still a day-to-day concern. 

Since AMIA relies on public and 
private grants, revenue is far from 
guaranteed. In fact, provincial fund- 
ing from the Alberta Foundation for 
the Arts (AFA) only accounts for 15 
per cent of AMIA’s operating bud- 
get 

“We never know from one year to 
the next what our revenue is going to 
be. We can sort of estimate, but es- 
pecially in the federal and provincial 
governments, their budgets change 
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yearly,” Jenson said. “So we're at the 
mercy of what their budgets deter: 
mine and dictate to us. That's a bit of 
a challenge for sure;" 

Indeed; the difference 
an Alberta artist busking on Whyte 
Avenue and headlining Rexall Place, 
talent aside, seems to be cold, hard 
cash. 

Compared with Ontario, Alberta's 
music industry gets a disproportion 
ately low share of federal grant mon 
ey. In 2009, the Foundation Assist 
ing Canadian Talent on Recordings 
(FACTOR) rewarded Alberta artists 
and producers with $466,236, or 
three per cent of FACTOR’s $14-mil- 
lion budget. Ontario scored nearly 
$9 million, or 56 per cent. 

While it's true that Ontario is much 
more populated than Alberta, Jenson 
says it's the music industry concen 
tration in Toronto that goes a long 
way towards explaining the gaping 
grant gap 

“The one thing about Toronto is 
that there are so many head offices 


between 


there in the music industry. Because 
the city is so huge, there are more 
recording studios, there are more 
clubs, there are more opportunities 
to be seen,” Jenson said. “It’s just 
easier for the owner of the agency 
group to come out and see your band 
because he just has to drive in his car 
10 blocks.” 

Jenson says that while there is a 
broad enough diversity in grants 
— like the AFA, FACTOR, Canada 
Council, the Radio Starmaker Fund, 
as well as CRTC radio grants — the 
grant approval rate for Alberta art- 
ists and producers is dismally low. 
She estimates that only about 25 to 
30 per cent of Alberta music grant

“There's just not enough money, 
even from these big grant bodies to 
go around, There are some great art- 
ists that just don’t get funding,

Still, it's not impossible for artists 
to get funding. Edmonton dance. 
rockers Christian Hansen and the 
Autistics got a recording grant 
through Rawlco Radio — the compa- 
ny that operates Magic 99 and 102.3 
NOW! radio — and their 10K20 pro- 
gram, which rewards 20 grants of 
$10,000 to Edmonton artists 

According to Hansen, the grant 
went a long way towards taking their 
recording to the next level. 

“When you don't have the money, 
you can't pay a producer $50 an 
hour,” Hansen said. “That's some- 
thing that these grants facilitate for 
an artist.” 

Fellow Autistic Scott Shpeley also 
appreciated having the cash to make 
a professionally recorded album in- 
stead of a home-studio effort 

“It's not really money leads to 
money, but sort of quality leads to 
quality,” Shpeley said. “Instantly ev- 
erything sounds better. So if we're 
pitching it to radio stations or we're 
pitching it to agents, we have a bet- 
ter package to send them rather than 
something we tried to put together in 
our basement that is kind of mixed 
and kind of wonky.” 

To an artist, a $10,000 grant can 
mean much more than a studio pro- 
duced and mastered record. It can 
mean hiring a publicist, touring, 
or investing in a better stage show. 
However, Hansen was surprised that 
the private sector stepped up with the 
money after they were turned down 


for public grants 

‘I'd rather jam than write a grant 
but if the bands can muster the en 
ergy to just apply for the grants 
get their shit together and apply 
the money is out'there: ‘Money you 
wouldn't even know about,” Hansen 
said 

Doug Organ, of Edmontone Stu 
dio, has produced records for Chris 
tian Hansen and the Autistics, Tim 
Gilbertson, and other local acts. Like 
Hansen, he appreciates the influx of 
private cash 

“The most funding that I've seen 
from artists right now is coming 
from (Rawlco Radio), which is funny 
because their grants are easier to ap- 
ply for than any of the public stuff,” 
Organ said. “The Alberta Foundation 
for the Arts is great, but their applica 
tions are long and difficult and there 
are only a couple of times a year that 
they accept applications.” 

The music industry in Alberta 
hasn't attracted anything close to 
the major record label presence in 
Toronto, but Organ says there is 
enough work to keep studios open 
and producers working, 

“I get the feeling that (Alberta's 
recording industry) is actually quite 
healthy, All my friends are also re- 
cording engineers and we're all 
pretty busy on the whole,” Organ 
said. “If you're good at something, it 
almost doesn't matter geographically 
where you are. Word gets out and 
you get business.” 

Organ has worked at rock's holiest 
temple: London's Abbey Road, home 
studio for The Beatles, Pink Floyd, 
and Radiohead. Still, if given the 
choice, Organ would stay in Edmon- 
ton and work at his Jasper Avenue

Calgary natives Feist 
and Tegan and Sara are indie-rock 
darlings, Edmonton dancing kings 
Shout Out Out Out Out have rocked 
crowds from New York to Amster- 
dam, Corb Lund and the Hurtin’ Al- 
bertans are hailed as roots-country 
saviours, Edmonton's poet laureate/ 
rapper Cadence Weapon is known 
internationally as a rising star, and 
love ‘em or hate ‘em, Nickelback, the 
pride of Hanna, have sold more than 
30 million records worldwide. 

The music industry is expensive, 
and with the lack of record company 
representation and grant balance in 
Alberta, artists have to work that 
much harder to make it to dizzying 
Nickelback heights. Organ recom- 
mends clients have at least $10,000 
teady to go before they try to record 
an album 

“By no means does that mean | 
think that's a small number or that 
it's easy to get $10,000 together,” 
Organ said. “That's a lot of gigging, 
that's a whole lot of waitressing. It's 
hard and the grants certainly help, It 
sounds obvious, but there's a whole 
lot of good music that probably 
wouldn't be heard or seen the light of 
day if it wasn't for a grant here or a 
loan there.”

It's been a big week for the brown bag 
crowd who work in and around-the 
downtown Habitrail, what with the 
launch of a new Fatburger location 
beside the Edmonton City Centre 
foodcourt and the nearby unveiling 
of the inaugural flattened sandwich- 
ery Press'd. While the latter looks to 
be an aspiring franchise, Fatburger 
is already an international phenom 
enon with outlets across the U.S., 
Western Canada (including one: in 
Edmonton), the United Arab Emir- 
ates, China and Indonesia. 

I'd never set foot in a Fatburger 
prior to its infiltration of the down- 





town mall complex, and yet it seemed 
somehow familiar — its quasi-sports 
bar atmosphere, with corify booths 


and long communal counters, big 
sports-showing TVs, caricatures of 
Fatburger-lovin’ American celebrities 
and artifacts of wacky self-mytholo- 
gizing limned in neon could have 
come out of a box shipped straight 
from corporate HQ, This is all to 
the good in a classic-rock market 
where a segment of the food-buying 
population has shown that what they 
want from a restaurant is what they 
already know they like 

In. that had 
it nailed. From the moment they 
rolled back their articulated metal

anti-theft’ retail-outlet cordon, the 
line-up of the converted, the curi- 
ous and the famished trailed from 
the service counter right out into the 
mall. Arriving half an hour ahead 
of the presumed lunch rush meant 
only having to stand in line for 10 
minutes, which still gave me time 
to assess my options. To aid me in 
decoding the nicknamed food, the 
menu board indicated which burg: 
ers were S, M, L, XL and, yes, XXL 
(the Triple Kingburger boasts 24 
ounces of beef). I decided to attempt 
the’ Kingburger with cheese (L), 
even though my stomach is an M at 
best. To elevate the difficulty level, I 
opted for a “shake-sized” King Chz 
Deal ($15.48), as it was abbreviated 
on my receipt, which entitled me to

Given that this is probably about 
double what it costs for the average 
fast food combo meal, I was expect 
ing great things.

One has to be impressed with the 
way the Fatburger staff manage the 
teeming lunch-hour chaos, There 
are all kinds of staffers behind the 
counter — who echo, with a note of 
incredulity, each burger order that 
is shouted at them from the till — 
and out in the dining area making 
sure everything runs smoothly and 
that no whim goes unanswered. My 
co-luncher and I were barely seated 
when our milk- 
shakes, sporting multi-peaked caps 
of whipped cream, arrived at our 
table. We noted with approval that all 
our condiment needs were provided 
for: not just salt, pepper and vinegar 
but two kinds of hot sauce (chipo- 


intensely sweet 


tle and Louisiana) and some kind of 


fancy seasoning salt 

Unlike just about every fast food on 
the planet, Fatburger’s product looks 
just as good sitting in front of you as 
it does in the heavily manicured pro: 
motional photos they use to draw you 
in. The eight-ounce burger, loaded 
up with lettuce, tomato, onion, pick- 
les, relish, ketchup, mustard, mayo 
and two slices of American cheese 
on a genuinely appetizing bun, fairly 
bulged out its little paper cowl. The 
heap of fries alongside were so fresh 
from the fryer you could almost hear 
them sizzling, and yet they didn't 
look the slightest bit oily (my co- 
luncher seemed disappointed that 
his cripsy onion rings absorbed so 
little of the cooking medium). Rather 
than attack the burger head-on, I had 
to work my way around the edges, 
rotating as | chewed to avoid paint 
ing my face (and shirt) with condi- 
ments. 

What can I say? It was in many 
ways a perfect burger, first and fore 
most big mouthful of Grade A beef 
with a good balance of fresh topping 
and condiments — and lots of pick 
les. The fries, likewise, were pretty 
much exactly what you want fries 
to be, uniformly crisp outside, fluffy 
and superheated inside and no weird, 
crunchy fragments that have been 
stuck tothe bottonrof the fry-basket

for multiple trips into the oil, Fo 
better or worse, | had to leave som 
fries behind in order to get the whol: 
burger in. 

Not to be a party-pooper, but I fol 
lowed up my meal with a trip to th 
Fatburger website to view their “ni 
tritional information,” which make 
a good case for keeping Fatburge 
a seldom-indulged guilty pleasur: 
My Kingburger with cheese packed 
a whopping 1,000 calories (befor 
condiments) and 52 grams of fat 
20 of those grams saturated. The bis 
shocker, though, was the chocolate 
shake, weighing in at 910 calorie 
and 45 grams of fat, 30 grams of the 
saturated variety. 

All told | consumed 2,300 calorie: 
— 300 calories more than my rec 
ommended intake for the whole da 
— which contained 112 grams of fat 
(the Recommended Daily Allowanc: 
is 65 grams), 3,050 mg of sodium 
(twice the RDA), 335 mg of cho 
lesterol and 98 grams of sugar. S 
in that sense, Fatburger's prices are 
more than justified because they pro 
vide pretty much double the recom 
mended intake of everything you're 
not supposed to eat too much of 
Tasty as the food is, such things ar 
good to bear in mind — unless you's 
already picked out the piano crate ir 
which you'd like to be buried

TORIES MUST LOOK AT CULTURE 


AS AN INDUSTRY WORTH BUILDING 





Over the past four weeks. SEE has profiled 
the four pillars of the cultural industry in 
this province — film and TV production. 
magazines, book publishing, and recording. 
With the exception of the relatively healthy 
recording industry, the stories did not paint 
a pretty picture; the pillars of Alberta culture 
are cracked and crumbling. 

Successive Klein-Stelmach governments 
have been big on rhetoric about supporting 
the cultural industries, but short on actual 
support. The numbers do not lie movie 
production has fled the province in droves 
due to the province's half-hearted and 
complex system of supporting the industry. 
Book publishing has been decimated; once 
one of the most vibrant book industries in 
Canada. a lack of government support — 2 
miserly $800,000 went to the industry last 
year — has left it in serious recovery mode. 
Magazines have always been a dicey propo- 
sition, but still we're producing quality mags, 
with virtually no goverment help. Govern- 
ment support of the recording industry is 
piecemeal at best. 

The Conservatives have always had an 
ambiguous attitude towards culture. They're 
big on lip service and promises of support. 
but once the economy hits one of its entirely 
predictable roller-coaster dips, funding for 
culture |s the first to take a hit. A telling 

example of just how little attention the 
government pays to culture can be found in 
a government pie chart from 2007 on the 
province's economic diversity, The chart has 
}2 categories of economic diversity — but 
culture does not make the list. And it’s not 
an accidental omission; the goverment of 
Alberta doesn't tally the impact of culture 
‘on the economy of Alberta. Nationally, 


economic studies have shown that cultural | 


industries have an even larger impact on the 
economy than agriculture. 

The simple fact is that culture — bet a 
Movie set or a recording studio — supplies 
clean,senewable jobs to well educated 
young people. We've lost dozens of our 
best and brightest cultural minds to other 
provinces that understand the value of sup- 
porting the cultural industries. 

It’s long past time for the government 
to provide guaranteed, long-term funding 
tothe province's cultural industries. Other 
provinces have been generous with grants 
or tax incentives, and have seen the cultural 
industries thrive: filmmaking in B.C has 
boomed, book publishing in Ontario and 
Quebec has benefited mightily. Why not 
Alberta? 

Of course, in supposedly free-enterprise 
friendly Alberta, many will ask why the cul- 
tural industries deserve support. Shouldn't 
any business stand or fall on its own? 

Ina perfect, free enterprise world, yes. 
But the Tories have. in ways large and small, 
supported the energy industry to the tune 
of hundreds of millions of dollars. The Tories 
have poured millions into the horse racing 
Industry merely to keep it afloat. The Al- 
berta government — indeed, every provincial 
government — has provided incentives to 
industries large and small. 

The Stelmach goverment needs to 
change Its attitude towards the arts. It’s 
time to jettison the attitude that culture is a 
frill worthy of support only when times are 
good, and adopt a new way of thinking. Cul- 
ture — film, books, magazines and recording, 
— isan industry that benefit us all, and is 
deserving of goverment support.

People diagnosed as clinically 
obese are sometimes said to have 


| a hormonal condition that makes 


them unable to lose weight even if 
they cut calorie intake to a mini 
mum. Surely if you forced them 


| to exercise while making certain 


their dietary intake and vital 
signs were healthy, they'd be slim 
and trim in a couple years. In the 
end, isn't obesity always in the 
mind and not in the hormones?

I see you're an adherent of the

sis, Guy, which is my default attitude 
too. Overweight? Eat less and exer 
cise more. Nervous and depressed? 
Get a grip. Spurting carotid artery? 
Nothing some finger pressure and a 
butterfly bandage won't solve. How 
ever, not everybody shares our gritty 
pioneer spirit. Thus we're obliged to 


| plunge into the research literature. 


Not to worry: the laws of the uni 
verse are on our side 

There's no denying your main 
point: people lose weight when they 
burn more calories than they con 
sume. It's the first law of thermody: 
namics — no matter what you hear 
about low calorie intake leading to 
metabolic shutdown, energy must be 
conserved. While outright coercion 
may not be the best way of going 
about it, you can make anyone lose 
weight if you get the input-output 
balance right 

The problem is your assumption 
that a medical condition is just an 
excuse. Sometimes it might be. But 
not always. Many medical problems 
can lead to weight gain, and some of 
these can legitimately be described as 
hormonal conditions. One relatively 
common example is hypothyroid 





ism, which afflicts about five percent 
of the population. §ssentially your 
metabolism slows down, meaning 
you're not converting enough food 
into energy — fatigue is a frequent 
symptom. You become less active 
and assuming your eating halts stay 
the same, you gain weight 

Polycystic ovarian syndrome, or 
PCOS, which affects seven per cent 
of women, can also lead to weight 
gain for reasons that aren't clear. 
Many women with PCOS are insu 
lin-resistant: their cells don’t absorb 
glucose as readily as they used to. 
and the excess gets stored as fat. In 
sulin resistance, which can lead to 
diabetes, is a fairly common problem 
linked to obesity. But it's simplistic 
to say insulin resistance makes you 
fat. On the contrary, though much 


remains to be learned, resistance is 


generally thought to be the effect 
rather than the cause of weight gain 

After that, relevant hormonal con 
ditions get scarce pretty fast. Cush 
ing’s syndrome, caused by abnor 
mally high levels of the hormone 
cortisol, can lead to specific types 
of weight gain including a round 
“moon face” or a “buffalo hump” of 
fat on the neck and upper back, but 
fortunately it's rare. Human growth 
hormone deficiency may result in 
increased body fat, but that's a rare 
ailment too 

Sometimes medications can lead to 
weight gain. For example, about half 
of schizophrenic patients and two- 
thirds of bipolar disorder sufferers 
are obese due to a combination of ill- 
ness-related factors and side effects 
from their antipsychotic medica- 
tions. Depression can lead to obesity, 
and so can antidepressants, many of 
which list weight gain among pos: 
sible side effects (although most 
manufacturers report that weight 
loss is more common). Those who 
take corticosteroids for asthma or 
other problems can put on weight as 
well. If these people stopped taking 
the problematic medication | guess 
they could lose weight, but which 
would you rather be, fat and happy 
or thin and sick? 

Is obesity genetic? Maybe in part 
Research suggests 16 per cent of the 
population has a version of the fat- 
mass- and obesity-associated gene, 
known as FTO, that increases one’s 
propensity to put on the pounds. 
However, the amount of extra weight 
attributable to this gene is small, just 
seven pounds on average. Likewise, 
a few overweight folks have prob- 





lems with their leptin receptor genes, 


which can lead to early obesity by 
suppressing the signals that tell the 
body it’s had enough to eat. Roughly 
ten per cent of us have an insulin’ 


affecting gene that increases the risk 





of obesity.

lining up with you, Guy: too much 
shovelled in, not enough burned off 
Truth is, nowadays it's easy to get 
fat — all you have to do is eat what's 
put in front of you. The percentage 
of meals eaten away from home has 
doubled since 1978; during roughly 
the same period, restaurant portions 
have been supersized, and average 
U.S. food intake has increased by 
200 calories per day, 

Our ability to judge what food will 
do to our waistlines is notoriously 
bad. In one particularly appalling 
study from 2006, 193 consumers 
were asked to estimate, among other 
things, the calorie content of an or 
der of cheese fries with ranch dress: 
ing. Average guess: 869 calories. Ac 
tual damage: 3,010 calories 

Today, one U.S. adult in three is 
obese, more than double the rate in 
1980. You can't blame hormones for 
that drastic increase. Do we chalk it 
up to the American public's pathetic 
lack of willpower? My inner puritan 
says yes. However, there's no ques- 
tion that the masses are being ham- | 
mered by a relentless outside force, 
namely the ever-present voice ask- 
ing, “You want fries with that?”

BURTYNSKY’S NEW SHOW AT THE AGA 
EXPLORES THE CONTROVERSIAL 
RESOURCE FROM MANY 
PERSPECTIVES

Canadian photographer Edward Burtynsky 
has achieved international recognition for 


his large-format photographs of industrial 
landscapes. Having reached much wider 
renown as the subject of 2006 documen. 
tary Manufactured Landscapes, Burtyn 
sky’s project featured at the Art Gallery of 
Alberta this season reflects his decade long 
photographic exploration of the subject of 
oil 
The project examines the life cycle of this most 
precious and controversial commodity from many unusual perspectives: in 
addition to exposing the rarely-seen manufacturing process, Burtynsky's 
photographs highlight the impact that oil has on our daily lives. But Burtyn 
sky also contemplates the end of oil: its rising cost, and dwindling supply. 
"The show kind of evolved over time,” Burtynsky told SEE Magazine in 
an interview. “After working on the idea, collecting information on it back 
in the mid-'90s, around "97 I started to actually pursue thinking about oil 
and the landscapes it's created photographically. I began to look at oil and the 
industry itself. But also at its consequence, look at the kinds of things that 
we have been able to achieve both through our cities and infrastructure as a 


consequence of having this vast energy resource, a gift from the past. 


| was interested in the fact that 
everything | was photographing was 
by the grace of the energy that comes 
from oil and fossil fuels. To me, it was 
a way to begin to step back from the 
things I was doing in mining, quar- 
rying, all those things and start to 
look at the other key ingredient to all 
of that scale, which was the internal 
combustion engine, its mechanical 
advantage and the cheap and reliable 
source of fuel were key to that hu- 
man development.” 

But, Burtynsky avers, “in no way 
is the work positioned or conceived 
as an indictment, saying ‘you bad’ . 
it's too complicated an issue, That's 
not a useful discussion as far as I'm 
concerned. To me it's more interest- 
ing to begin to tease out and untan- 
gle the kind and complexity entailed 
in being engaged with this energy 
source.” 

Burtynsky finds black and white 
thinking on the issues surrounding 
his work to be unproductive: In the 
past, he says, it's been “the environ- 
mentalists against the big bad corpo- 
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rations. And | don’t think that narra 
tive has worked very well. I think the 
question becomes how do we begin 
to get more accurate information to 
people. Something that come closer 
to the truth. What are the reserves? 
How much is going up and what's 
the effect it's having? Trying to ac 
tually become more educated as a 
population about the risks involved, 
and about the choices that we have 
‘And you know, where do we go from 
here? I think that's a much more 
interesting discussion than to draw 
lines and throw rocks at each other. 
I don't think that ends in anything 
useful 

“Any species will expand as far as it 
possibly can within the energy enve- 
lope that’s afforded it. And when the 
energy envelope begins to contract, 
so must that expansion. So | think 
it's interesting that this discussion 
doesn't happen more publicly and 
more intensely that somehow there's 
this kind of hope that the oil is going 
to hold out.” 

The show talks about the end of 


he) ae 


oil, and this is clearly something 
Burtynsky foresees, “We saw $150 
a barrel. | can't see how it's not go: 
ing to get more expensive as demand 
continues to increase and supplies 
continue to decrease and the cost of 
producing a barrel of oil gets more 
and more expensive and the energy it 
takes to create energy becomes more 
and more energy-intensive. When 
we first discovered oil, one barrel of 
oil was producing 100 barrels of oil 
and now this ratio worldwide hovers 
around one to 10, and if you look at 
the oilsands it’s one to three. 

“There's lots of alternative energy 
sources, and the sun is certainly a 
perfect example. We know that there 
are solutions around us but we just 
somehow ...” mysteriously aren't fol- 
lowing up on them, perhaps? Burtyn 
sky seems cautious to come out and 
quite publicly say this, but he con- 
tinues, “Obama, who came in with 
a green agenda is having to throw it 
all in. He's being blocked; blocked by 
whom? Why are they blocking him? 
That, to me, is the more interesting 
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conversation. But again, I think say 
ing that these are the bad guys and 
these are the good guys, | don't think 
it's a bad guy good guy thing. We've 
evolved into this place,” 

So, why show ‘Oil’ in Alberta? How 
is the Albertan experience of oil pro 
duction and consumption different, 
or especially resonant? Burtynsky 
explains, “In Saudi Arabia they're 
producing 11 million barrels a day 
and shipping around the world .... [by 
comparison,] Alberta's at one and a 
half million a day. 1 just think [in 
Alberta] it's a much tougher way to 
extract it and a much higher carbon 
footprint to get it out the door. So it 
creates a whole set of complex con- 
ditions and a fairly radical interven 
tion, We're mining for oil. Right now 
it's the largest geoengineering surface 
project on the planet. Because it's so 
sprawled, so vast. So that changes a 
lot of things. It changes the boreal 
forest, it's changing the amount of 
water that's being diverted, as well as 
the water quality, 

“It's a very complicated issue, and

getting more complicated by the day. 
What's this process? We all know 
what the value is, it's oil. What about 
the costs? Are they being properly 
factored into the equation? Those 
are things that can be brought again 
into the discussion about that source 
of energy, and what it means when 
you step back from it, and try and 
project this activity over the next 30 
years, what will Alberta look like? 
Is that what Alberta wants? Is that 
what Canada wants? Is that what the 
world wants? These are tough ques- 
tons. 

“We know that there's a lot of dis- 
cussion about it right now. But I think 
that discussion’s healthy. Looking at 
the whole situation’s healthy. It needs 
to bea bigger public discourse. I don't 
think it's something that needs to be 
shied away from or hidden. | think 
it needs to be put on the table and 
looked at carefully and understood 
as to what are our options, and how 
can we proceed in an ethical, moral, 
conscious way towards a sustainable 
future.”

in Wavin' Flag. The heft of his lyr 
ics isn't meant to sell records or net 
fans, it's the very heart of the Somali 
tradition he was raised in. 

“Entertainment is probably the 
least of what it is,” he says of a poet's 
role in his homeland’s eyes, “It's what 
we look to inform what we think. It’s 
how we form our arguments and de 
bates. It’s kind of like the religious 
texts, we use it for verification of the 
truth 

But as his neighbourhood turned 
into the frontlines of an aimless cru 
sade, K'Naan took refuge in the rap 
records his father, who had left years 
prior, mailed him. He'd crank the 
volume to block out nearby gunshots 
with clichéd gangsta mantras, bob: 
bing his wiry frame to the polished 
beats and mouthing the rhymes of a 
strange new tongue. 

And he had no idea that simple 
teenage escapism would one day in. 
spire his own songs like “People Like 


Me,” where he wrote, ‘I liked Ameri- 


can rap lines, but didn’t understanc 
one rhyme. 

“It was humorous to me,” he says 
of how those rap songs morphec 
once he gained a better grasp of 
English, after his family fled the tur- | 
moil of Somalia in fayour of Torontc 
when he was 13.

multaneously. It's fitting to start with 





a quote about acting because both 
films feature extraordinary perfor 
mances. 

Repeaters is a cross between an 
action thriller, a documentary about 
addicts in rehab with a little bit of 
Groundhog Day thrown in. Three 
young recovering addicts discover 
they're repeating the same day over 
and over. Two try to use the event to 
discover the meaning behind it and 
possibly redeem themselves. One 
decides that since the outcome of 
the day is always the same he's free 
of consequences and uses the op 
portunity to go on a violent crime 


rampage. 

Fathers & Sons is a dark comedy 
about four families: a young Jew- 
ish man who discovers his father's 
identity through extremely unpleas- 
ant circumstances at his mother's 
funeral, an African-Canadian son 
who has to ask his father, a musician 
and philanthropist, for money he's 
previously given him, four middle- 
aged brothers whose sibling rivalry 
surfaces when they gather for the 
reading of their father’s will, and the 
son of a flamboyant, cross-dressing 
Bollywood choreographer whose im 
pending marriage brings out the ten: 
sions in their relationship 

Both films are extremely engaging 
in their own way and demonstrate 
Bessai'’s rapport with actors, his abil 
ity to do the unexpected, his feel for 
location, and his mastery of film ed 
iting, which he credits to the abilities 
of his editor, Mark Shearer, who pre 
viously worked as an editing assistant 
on Da Vinci's Inquest (1998-2005) 
and Intelligence (2006-2007) 

Bessai is no stranger to Edmonton. 
He grew up here. The son of two 
English literature professors, he was 
headed that direction himself until a 
letter from an American university, 
looking for people to apply for gradu 
ate school, got him questioning the 
direction of his life and seeing Anne 
Wheeler's Bye Bye Blues, by “a direc 
tor from the city I was living in, that 
featured some of the landscapes and 
imagery of the place | lived,” made 
him realize, “that was maybe some 
thing I could look into. 

Bessai made his first film, Johnny, 
in 1999 and played it at the Local He 
roes festival here. He's been making 
films ever since. 

Location plays a strong role in both 
films, “I believe it’s important to em: 
brace the place. Somehow, there's 


this idea that universality will come 
from non-specificity, | think it's the 
opposite. If you can be specific about 
a place, then you'll have an appeal to 
a broad audience that's interested in 
treating the place like a character.” 

Bessai generally shoots his films as 
well as directing them. It's his way of, 
getting really close to the actor.” He 
finds technology, like using a videc 
monitor, can distance a director from 
the performer. “I've found by doing 
it myself 1 streamline the process 
and I have a direct window into their 
performance and the truthfulness of 
their performance ... | represent you 
the viewer, in my perceptions, so 
you're experiencing the film directly 
through me, through the director's 
eyes, and that kind of witnessing is 
one of my stylistic ideas." 

The idea of collaboration with the 
actors is something he also inherited 
from his mother, who wrote books 
on Canadian theatre. “She was a 
big fan of Paul Thompson and The 
atre Pass Muraille.” They were pio- 
neers of creative collaboration, and 
she took him and his brother,to see 
their plays. It was a big influence 
on his trilogy: Mothers & Daughters 
(2008), the current Fathers & Sons 
and Sisters and Brothers, which he's 
preparing, now. 

Both films are shot on the RED 
camera. Bessai says he misses “the 
subtleties and beauty of film,” but 
appreciates “the affordability factor’ 
of digital: 
tunity to take risks, to experiment

to explore,” and “not worry about 
the consequences of going radically 
over-budget because of the cost of 
film.”

The last film made by writer-pro 
ducer-director Kenneth Barr as CEO 
of IDIOM Films, The Academy is a 
grindhouse tribute part '80s serial 
and part millennial potboiler. It's al 
ready garnered tons of buzz at fes- 
tivals in Japan, Pasadena, and Hong 
Kong, with its immense action, all 
delivered by a wholly Albertan cast 
and crew 

Barr recently explained his vision 
creating The Academy: “The produc 
tion that was to become The Acad 
emy was originally a cop show, part 
Starsky & Hutch part A-Team. But 


then the leads pulled out, and rather 





than recasting, | pulled out this script 
I'd written in 1999: a bunch of dis: 
enfranchised youths are all brought 
together, they're trained as assassins 
and they're all pitted against each 
And the 


ending is quite bleak: everybody dies 


other until only one is left 
—a Running Man-type ending 
According to Barr, The Academy 
‘talks about a lot of world issues, 
most notably that North American 
society is in a situation where in 
stead of questioning the information 
they're getting, they're just assuming 
everything, So they're not assessing, 
they're just assuming. And by doing 
wonderful 





that, it leads to all sorts 
things happening. You can just take 
Germany circa 1934/5 as an exam 


ple of what a society not assessing 


eee 


but just assuming leads to. It's not 
supposed to be a message film. It's 
supposed to be fun. But there was an 
opportunity to have these allegorical 
overtones, to bring that in.” 

The dark clouds blanketing the pro 
duction hardly lifted once the initial 
stars backed out and the replacement 
script identified and refined, unfortu 
nately.
